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PROMINENT MEN SPEAK IN EDMONTON 


During the past month the peo¬ 
ple of Edmonton have had the op¬ 
portunity to hear two renowned 
gentlemen of International fame — 
Dr. Gunnar Myrdal of Stockholm, 
Sweden and the Honourable Joseph 
Thorson of Ottawa. Dr. Myrdal, an 
economist, was here for one evening 
to speak at the University of Alber¬ 
ta and Mr. Thorson, a former judge, 
spoke at a public meeting at the 
Jubilee Auditorium on the Official 
Languages Bill. 

Dr. Gunnar Myrdal, renowned 


economist and social scientist, says 
blame for rising prices rests with 
the attempt of ordinary people to 
get something for nothing. 

He said this is so rather than any 
failure of economic management. 

“Put the blame where it should 
be — on the people, not on eco¬ 
nomic theories,” said the plain- 
speaking Swede. 

Dr. Myrdal was in Edmonton May 
21 as part of a cross-Canada lec¬ 
ture tour sponsored by the Insti¬ 
tute of Public Administration of 
Canada in memory of W. Clifford 
Clark, federal deputy finance min¬ 
ister from 1932 to 1952. 

“It’s sad about Britain,” said the 
71-year-old professor of interna¬ 


tional economy at the University of 
Stockholm. “The corporate (trade 
union) movement there is the old¬ 
est in the world — and now it’s 
senile.” 

England’s Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson is “sailing the British Labor 
ship to the bottom,” he laments. 

“Everything he does is wrong,” 
adds Dr. Myrdal, a member of the 
upper house in the Social Democra¬ 
tic government which has been in 
power in Sweden for 37 years. 


One of the problems, he sug¬ 
gested, is that intellectuals have 
done nothing for the Labor party. 

Sweden is fortunate in having an 
enlightened labor movement, which 
among other things, is helping the 
country curb inflation, Dr. Myrdal 
said. 

“You need an educated electorate. 
In Sweden we have come quite a 
way in getting it. 

The other political parties kept 
outbidding us (in election promises) 
while still promising lower taxes. 
Finally the labor movement said 
‘Stop. That’s impossible’.” 

Asked about Sweden’s policy on 
disarmament, Dr. Myrdal said: “We

don’t want to disarm completely in 
a world as full of wild animals as 
this is.” 

Sweden is trying to stop “the real 
armament race” between the Unit¬ 
ed States and Russia, he said, “but 
you wouldn’t know too much about 
that because you rely on the Ameri¬ 
can news and the American news is 
biased like hell.” 

"We want to stop underground 
testing. We even presented a treaty. 
But you wouldn’t read about that.” 

Dr. Myrdal, author of the mas¬ 
sive work Asian Drama, a 1968 
study of development aid, linked 
the common Western problems of 
inflation and currency exchange to 
a “shameful deterioriation” in help 
to poor nations. 

“The simple thing is that the or¬ 
dinary man in Canada, Sweden, the 
United States or England among 
others is a man who wants more 
and better roads, hospitals and 
schools, increased personal con¬ 
sumption and lower taxes, said Dr. 
Myrdal. 

He met Prime Minister Trudeau) 
External Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp and Maurice Strong, president 
of the Canadian International De¬ 
velopment Agency, before leaving 
for Quebec and Fredericton. He 
began his trip in Victoria May 20.

Former Chief Justice Joseph 
Thorson called for mobilization of 
public opinion to prevent passage or 
enforcement of the official lan¬ 
guages bill. 

The long-term president of the 
Exchequer Court of Canada told a 
public meeting Monday, June 2nd 
at the Jubilee Auditorium Canadians 
faced an attempt by government to 
drastically alter the “Canada of our 
dreams.” 

By introducing the official lan¬ 
guages bill, Prime Minister Trudeau 
“has stirred up a controversy . . . 
of such dangerous porportions that 
Canada is now in the most critical 
period of her history so far as the 
relationship of French Canadians to 
the other components of the Cana¬ 
dian nation is concerned,” he said. 

He suggested formation of a 
single Canada league. A motion was 
passed unanimously by 400 persons 
on hand requesting the former judge 
to become chairman of the league 
and begin organization at the na¬ 
tional level. 

The league, he said, would “op¬ 
pose the attempt to change the basic 
character of our country, which is 
now being made.” 

Mr. Thorson received a standing 
ovation at the end of the meeting. 
He said later he will accept the 
nomination as chairman. 

Demands by Quebec leaders for 
equality with the rest of Canada 
are “wholly unacceptable and must 


be resolutely rejected,” he said. 

Mr. Thorson said neither former 
prime minister Pearson or Mr. Tru¬ 
deau “has seriously confronted the 
Quebec leaders.” 

He accused the government of 
attempting to establish a “dual 
French-English nation” and with it 
a “dual French-English Canadian 
nationality.” 

Canada had once before attempt¬ 
ed that move, he said, in 1840 by 
the Act of Union “that was such a 
disastrous failure.” 

“Unless we unite in opposition,” 
he said, a dual nation “will come 
upon us with its inevitable discord 
and dissension.” 

“I would be prepared to argue 
the validity of the act in front of 
the Supreme Court of Canada,” he 
stated, “but it won’t be Prime Min¬ 
ister Trudeau who refers it to the 
court. He can’t because he would 
be retreating in the eyes of Que¬ 
bec.” 

“Compelling the use of French in 
the federal civil service is in basic 
conflict with Section 133 of the 
British North America Act,” he said. 

“Except as provided by that sec¬ 
tion of the constitution, French is 
not an official language anywhere 
in Canada.” 

Section 133 stipulates that French 
can be used in parliamentary de¬ 
bates, in debates in the Quebec 
legislature and courts and in fed¬ 
eral courts. “And that’s all,” he 
said. 

“Any attempt to extend its use 
is a breach of an essential condition 
of Confederation,” he added. 

“The Fathers of Confederation 
would have walked out if it had 
been suggested French be compul¬ 
sory in the country. They delib¬ 
erately intended to define the use 
of French as in the act.” 

Mr. Thorson, a Rhodes scholar, 
was appointed Dean of the Manito¬ 
ba Law School in 1921 and elected 
to die House of Commons in 1926, 
1935 and 1940. In 1941 he was ap¬ 
pointed Minister of Natural Re¬ 
sources and the following year ap¬ 
pointed President of the Exchequer 
Court. He played a major role in 
organizing the International Com¬ 
mission of Jurists. An authority on 
constitutional law, he retired from 
the Bench in 1964.

DAG HAMMARSKJOLD'S 
HOME IN SWEDEN 

When Dag Hamarskjold consider- national shrine, but an unpretentious 


ed retirement, his thoughts turned 
to Backakra, an estate in the south¬ 
ern part of Sweden. Although he 
loved the mountains in northern 
Sweden, and paid them tribute in 
his splendid “Mountain Diary”, it 
was at Backakra he planned to 
settle down to a tranquil life de¬ 
voted to scholarship and writing. 

Backakra is situated in Skane, 
Sweden’s southernmost province and 
the nation’s bread basket. The land¬ 
scape lacks the mountains that Ham- 
marskjold liked, but the scenery is 
beautiful and stimulating in quite 
another way. Castles and old coun¬ 
try inns, medieval churches and 
white stucco houses, some with 
thatched roofs, blend into a coun¬ 
tryside of fertile farmland and long 
rows of wind-swept, bending wil¬ 
lows. 

Harmarskjold purchased Backakra 
and its 60 acres of gently rolling 
land in Loderup, southeastern Skane 
in 1957. The farm buildings were 
in very poor shape. His friend, the 
Swedish artist Bo Beskow, who ex¬ 
ecuted the mural for the “Medita¬ 
tion Room” in the United Nations, 
personally took over the responsibil¬ 
ity for renovating the estate. Ham- 
marskjold visited the Farm for the 
last time in 1959. He never lived 
to see the restoration completed. 

Backakra, by virtue of Hammarsk- 
jold’s will, is owned by the Swedish 
Touring Club, an organization in 
which he took a great interest. The 
estate has become something of a 


one. It is open to the public during 
the summer months and visitors 
have come from all over the world. 

The delightful white farmhouse, 
with its enclosed, cobbled courtyard 
so typical of Skane, contains Ham- 
marskjold’s possessions. In one room 
are the things he had in New York. 
There is his writing table and 
leather chair, many books and a 
gift he treasured most: the mountain 
climbing ice pick used by Tenzing, 
the Sherpa guide, on the first suc¬ 
cessful scaling of Everest. On the 
table stands a picture of his mother, 
from whom Hammarskjold inherited 
a feeling for religion and humanity. 

Collectively the farmhouse rooms 
give the impression of a kind of 
United Nations of Art, reflecting 
Hammarskjold’s wide cultural in¬ 
terests and world travels. There are 
artifacts from India, Burma and 
Siam, a Chinese urn and a bronze 
Buddha from Tibet, sculpture from 
Mexico and Africa. Many were gifts, 
tokens of appreciation, In the words 
of a Bangkok official, for Ham¬ 
marskjold’s “great service to the 
noble cause of international peace 
and security.” 

Three of the rooms, all fitted 
with Hammarskjold’s personal fur¬ 
nishings, are reserved during two 
months each summer for members 
of the Swedish Academy. Ham¬ 
marskjold himself belonged to this 
distinguished group which annually 
selects the winner of the Nobel Prize 
for Literature.

It was the pleasure of the Ice¬ 
landic Society of Edmonton to en¬ 
tertain the Honorable J. T. Thorson 
of Ottawa at a dinner in the Viking 
Room of the Scandinavian Centre 
on June 1st. Seated at the head 
table with their distinguished pat¬ 
riate were Premier and Mrs. Strom, 
Dr. and Mrs. T. Walhovd, Pres, and 
Mrs. G. Thorvaldson, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. Halldorson, Mr. and Mrs. S. 
Jonsson. Bill Halldorson acted as 
master of ceremonies and Steini 
Jonsson said grace. 

Dr. Walhovd gave a short address 
on the importance of Mr. Thorson’s 
visit to the west and Pres. Gunnar 
Thorvaldson introduced the guest of 
honor. 

“Mr. Chairman, The Honourable 
Mr. Thorson, Premier Strom, hon¬ 
oured guests, ladies and gentlemen. 

Canadian Icelanders revel in the 
fact that so many Canadians of 
Icelandic extraction have made 
names for themselves in law, medi¬ 
cine, education, literature and athle¬ 
tic achievements. This is interesting 
when you compare the number of 
‘Icelanders’ who have achieved pro¬ 
minence in proportion to its per¬ 
centage of the Canadian population. 

This evening we are honoured 
to have with us a distinguished 
Canadian of Icelandic descent who 
has lived an extremely stimulating 
life. His work has always revolved 
around improving our laws and 
country but he has never lost sight 
of his Icelandic heritage. 

People admire a man who takes 
a positive stand on his convictions 
and we especially admire him when 
that stand agrees with our own 
point of view. 

Our guest has many achievements 
to his credit, which I will not at¬ 
tempt to cover completely, but I 
will mention that he won the 
Rhodes scholarship in 1910, after 
graduation from the University of 
Mantoba and studied law at Ox¬ 
ford. He returned to Winnipeg 
eventually and opened a law office 
in 1919; in 1921 he was appointed 
Dean of the Manitoba Law School. 
For 9 years he was a member of 
Parliament from Winnipeg and 
finally in 1964 at the age of 75 
years he retired after being presi¬ 
dent of the Exchequer Court of 
Canada for 22 years. In 1939 he 
was made a Knight in the Royal 
Order of the Falcon and in 1958 he 
was made Grand Cross Knight of 
Iceland. 

It is my privilege to introduce 
our guest of honour. The Honour¬ 
able Joseph Thorarinn Thorson of 
Ottawa.” 

Mr. Thorson graciously thanked 
the Icelandic Society for the en¬ 
joyable evening. In his brief speech 
he spoke of the Icelander’s early 
love of freedom and of the pure¬ 
ness of the Norse language as still 
spoken by Icelanders today. He also 
paid tribute to the contribution of 
Icelandic-Canadians to this country. 

The evening was brought to a 
close with songs, sung in Icelandic, 
by the Saga Singers.

Stefansson 

Monument 

A monument inspired by an Eski¬ 
mo stone structure and “inushuk” 
will be erected late this summer 
in Arnes, Manitoba, to Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson, renowned Canadian ex¬ 
plorer, writer and polar consultant. 
Inushuks are stone figures in the 
shape of a man built by Eskimos 
to frighten caribou into an area 
where they can be speared or 
brought down with an arrow. 

This announcement on details of 
the monument was made jointly by 
federal Minister of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development Jean 
Chretien and Manitoba Minister of 
Tourism and Recreation John B. 
Carroll. 

The monument, created by the 
Toronto sculptor, Water Yarwood, 
will be made of stone blocks and 
will be inscribed with Stefansson’s 
words: “I know what I have experi¬ 
enced and I know what it has meant 
to me.” It will be located in pleasant 
park surroundings in Arnes provid¬ 
ed by the Government of Manitoba 
which will undertake suitable land¬ 
scaping and will- maintain the mem¬ 
orial in perpetuity. 

Bom in 1879 in Arnes, Manitoba 
(about 50 miles north of Winnipeg), 
Stefansson’s main work was in the 
development and application of 
ideas for travel, living and survival 
in polar regions. He made his first 
scientific expedition in 1904 when 
as a Harvard student he participated 
in a brief trip to Iceland. 

Stefansson’s most important work 
for Canada was as Commander of 
the Canadian Arctic Expedition, 
1913-1918. The purpose of the trip 
was both to explore new territory

In the year 1886 Matt Lund mi¬ 
grated from Haugeswed, Norway to 
Iowa to work in the farmers’ corn 
fields. He was a very hard working 
young man and believed in saving 
his money. 

Mary Tvedt migrated from Hau¬ 
geswed, Norway in 1891 and came 
to Elkton, South Dakota and stayed 
to work for her aunt, Mrs. Nels 
Halsiede. In 1891 Matt Lund and 
Mary Tvedt (my father and mother) 
were married in Brokings, South 
Dakota and rented a farm near Mrs. 
Lund’s aunt and uncle’s home. Four 
children were born — first twin girls, 
Anna and Alma, then Olga and two 
years later, Henry. 

In April, in the year of 1900, Mr. 
and Mrs. Lund and their four chil¬ 
dren, Anna and Alma (twins) age 6 
years, Olga, age 4 years and Henry 
age 2 arrived in Leduc, Alberta. We 
had farmed in the Elkton district 
for a few years but they were hard 
years around 1893 with drought and 
depression and the winds so hot it 
burned the crops. Dad took wheat 
into the elevator to sell but there 
was no sale for it so he had to bring 
it back home. There was also no 
market for butter or eggs. A number 
of families had heard of the land 
of great promise so Dad came north 
and bought a half section of C.P.R. 
land at $3.00 per acre, three miles 
from Leduc. 

Upon our arrival we lived in a 
shack a mile from town but it had 
many leaks, except for one comer 
where Dad stored the flour. I ex¬ 
pect some of us used the bags of 
flour to sit on or romp onl 

The year 1900 it rained steadily 
for six weeks making the creeks like 
rivers and one would get the wagon 
and horses bogged down in almost 
every mud hole — and there were 
lots of them! 

It would take all day to go to 
town and back home, three miles 
each way. 

Dad had a car load of lumber 
shipped in from British Columbia 
and with this he built a chicken 
house and granary which we lived 
in while the house was built. Every¬ 
one else had log houses and stables 
and I always thought the houses 
looked so comfortable so it was a 
pleasure when dad finished our nice 
farm house. Our chicken house, 
granary and horse barn were built 
all in one long building — 90 feet 
long with a machine shed at the 
back of it. 

The weather was very damp in 
1900-01 and my twin sisters devel¬ 
oped inflammatory rheumatism. 


Mom treated them by rubbing their 
limbs by the hour. They did im¬ 
prove but the winter was hard and 
they had a relapse and Alma passed 
away. Anna was in hospital not ex¬ 
pected to live but miraculously she 
came through it. 

The following year dad and uncle 
John hauled logs from a long dis¬ 
tance and dad built a cow stable 
40’x60’ which we thought was really 
large; the hay loft was huge and 
lots of fun to play in. 

We stayed on the farm three 
years but life wasn’t easy — the 
oats grew and grew but never ripen¬ 
ed, so dad and a neighbor decided 
to go to town and start a butcher 
shop. This partnership didn’t work 
out too well so dad started working 
in the Massey Harris shop, setting 
up machinery. We continued to live 
in Leduc for 7 years until dad sold 
his Vz section of land and decided 
to go homesteading so we moved to 
Hughenden in 1910. 

There were lots of rocks to dig 
and pick but the first year we 
broke 10 acres. To do this we used 
a walking plow pulled by three 
horses. We had brought with us 
two cows and eight yearling heifers, 
a seven foot binder, mower, hay 
rake, wagon and walking plow. 

Our district of Highland View 
was settled in 1910-1911, but across 
the coulee to the south and west a 
number of settlers came from On¬ 
tario in 1906. Ranchers came to the 
Czar district in 1900. 

Four more children were born to 
the Lund family while we lived at 
Leduc — Charlie, Elmer, Melvin and 
Gladys so dad had lots of help when 
it came to milking 10 or 15 cows. 
Melvin was milking four cows when 
he was eight years old! 

We all married and settled down 
on land in the Hughenden District, 
only Henry has lived in Georgia for 
many years. Charlie and Florence 
live in Edmonton now, Melvin and 
Edna have retired to Camrose since 
leaving the farm while Elmer and 
Jessie live in Abbotsford, B.C. Gla¬ 
dys and Eddie, Olga (husband, Art 
deceased) live in Hughenden; An¬ 
na’s (deceased) husband, Jim lives 
in Forestburg so we have quite a 
large family living within driving 
distance for the day of our family 
gatherings. 

Dad passed away in June 1961, 
age 92 years. Mother is living with 
Gladys and Eddie and was 95 years 
old last Dec. She has enjoyed good 
health, is interested in her friends 
and neighbors and reads most of 
the day.

Dangers of DDT 

The alert seems to be out for a 
chemical insect killer welcomed 25 
years ago as a miracle worker: get 
DDT. 

The late Rachel Carson, in her 
book Silent Spring, was the first 
to marshal an impressive statistical 
indictment of the two-edged role 
that some chemical insect slayers 
and defoliants have played. 

The toll on birds, fish, beasts — 
and perhaps humans — is cited for 
a series of decisions about DDT in 
recent months. 

Washington, D.C. has stopped 
using DDT to spray its trees, turn¬ 
ing to a much more expensive 
chemical. Sweden has banned DDT 
for two years. Sweden has also halt¬ 
ed the use of chemical-killer sisters 
to DDT — aldrin, dieldrin and lin¬ 
dane. 

The Ontario government is in¬ 
vestigating continued use of DDT, 
a Canada-U.S. meeting was told re¬ 
cently. DDT’s impact for good or 
ill is part of the A-ot-Z study of 
Great Lakes pollution being con¬ 
ducted by the Canada-U.S. Inter¬ 
national Joint Commission. 

Michigan, shocked by the federal 
seizure of 34,000 pounds of cohoe 
salmon on grounds of DDT contam¬ 
ination, has banned the sale of DDT 
indefinitely. Several other states, in¬ 
cluding Wisconsin, are moving that 
way. 

WANT IT BANNED 

The U.S. food and drug admin¬ 
istration has set standards for the 
content of DDT in some foods and 
the department of health, education 
and welfare has launched its own 
study into DDT. 

DDT, whose inventor got a Nobel 
prize, is also being confronted with 
congressional bills urging it be 
banned. 

Why the sag in prestige for the 
chemical that, for one thing, has 
helped reduce malaria in tropic 
areas so sharply? 

DDT is inexpensive and effective 
— American farmers used about 
800,000 tons of it last year and the 
industry turned out about 125,000,- 
000 for export. 

But DDT and its sister chemicals 
won’t break down quickly after use 
into harmless non-toxic elements. 

Animals feeding on plants and 
other living things in areas sprayed 
with DDT — or in areas where DDT 
residues may have gathered — tend 
to accumulate DDT in body fat. 
THREAT TO EAGLE 

These levels can kill of them¬ 
selves. Scientists believe, too, that 
essential bodily functions can be 
harmed. The bald-headed eagle, the 
American symbol, is said to be faced 
with extinction because for some 
■reason eggs from DDT-infected 
females have no shells and hence 
no offspring. 

Eagles are fish eaters. DDT ac¬ 
cumulates in fish. States including 
Michigan had stocked the Great 
Lakes with cohoe salmon from the 
West Coast, primarily to deal with 
a soaring population of herring-like 
fish called alewives whose bodies 
clogged water inlets and beaches. 

The cohoe have dealt with the 
alewives but millions of salmon 
fingerlings apparently die from DDT 
residues passed on from the mother 
via the egg.
